1.  Causes  of  Death 

Table  DC  in  the  main  body  of  the  Report  shows  the  distribution 
of  all  deaths  registered  in  the  district  in  1959 » but  in  the  following 
table,  I have  grouped  some  of  the  deaths  into  an  abridged  classification.

In  group  (1) , vascular  lesions  of  the  Central  Nervous  System 
and  Coronary  Heart  Disease  contribute  the  largest  number  of  deaths.  The 
latter  disease  has  attracted  much  attention  in  the  past  few  years  and 
there  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  over-eating  and  lack  of  physical 
activity  are  important  factors  in  its  causation.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  the  sex  distribution  of  deaths  from  this  cause  over  the  past  decade 
as  shown  in  Table  II, 
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Table  shovri-ng  distribution  of  deaths  In  group  (2) , Bronchitis 

is  the  major  cause  of  death  and 
once  again  there  is  a marked 
preponderence  of  male  deaths  (79/20) 


In  group  (3) , apart  from 
that  malignant  disease  which  is 
peculiar  to  one  sex,  e.g,  cancer 
of  the  uterus,  there  is  again  an 
adverse  male/female  ratio  for  such 
diseases  as  cancer  of  the  stomach 
and.  lung.

almost  as  many  lives  as  Old  Age.  j 
Apart  from  Colliery  Accidents,  where j 
men  are  exclusively  involved  (number] 
of  deaths  11) , 23  males  and  9 
females  died  from  this  cause.

Of  the  group  listed  as  other  accidents,  8 were  due  to  falls; 
of  these,  3 occurred  in  females  of  75  and  over  who  fell  in  their  own  homes. 
Burns  accounted  for  the  deaths  of  2 males,  aged  57  and  65  years,  whilst 
3 children  perished  in  a house  gutted  by  fire. 

As  regards  group  (6),  it  is  regrettable  to  report  that  1^  persons 
died  from  suicide  during  the  year.  Over  the  past  decade,  67  males  and  3^ 
females  have  died  from  this  cause  and  the  distribution  of  these  deaths  by 
age-group  is  shown  in  Table  V.

As  usual,  a special  section  has  been  devoted  to  Respiratory- 
Tuberculosis,  but  this  year  more  detailed  tables  have  been  provided 
showing  the  variation  in  number  of  deaths  and  notifications  over  the  past 
20  years.  The  important  point  shown  here  is  that  the  very  great  reduction 
in  mortality  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  has  not  been  matched  by  an 
equivalent  reduction  in  notification  rates.  The  follov/ing  table  shows 
this  position  quite  clearly.  : ■

2,  Causes  of  Illness 


Information. available  to  the  Health  Department  under  this  head 
is  limited  to  notifications  of  infectious  disease  and  as  will  be  seen 
from  Tabid  XL  in  of  the  main  Report,  ill-health  from  such  causes  was  mainly 
due  to  Dysentery  and  Measles,  together  v/ith  some  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
and  Paratyphoid, 


3.  Housing  conditions 

An  interesting  feature  which  is  illustrated  by  Table  XIV  and 
Figure  I of  the  main  Report  is  the'chcuaging  nature  of  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector.  With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  owner- 
occupiers  within  the  Borough,  v/ork  under  the  provisions  of  Section  91  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  has  decre'ased  tremendously  in  the  past  10 
years.  In  1939 i the  number  of  statutory  notices  issued  was  only  33%  of 
those  issued  in  1930.  However,  the  work  of  the  Inspector  has  not 
materially  decreased  since  new  duties  in  connection  v^rith  ' Improvement 
Grants,  Certificates  of  Disrepair,  visits. to  Council  House  applicants 
have  become  part  of  his  duty. 
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In  connection  with  applications  for  the  tenancy  of  Council 
houses,  Section  III  of  the  main  Report  gives  details  of  the  present 
position.  As  I have  indicated  in  previous  reports,  one  of  the  most 
important  problems  here  appears  to  be  the  lack  of  new  houses  in  Zone  2. 

In  conclusion,  I may  say  that  the  routine  work  of  the 
Department  was  greatly  facilitated  by  the  interest  of  members  and  the 
co-operation  of  other  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council.  The  Staff  of  my 
own  Department  continued  to  give  me  their  most  loyal  support  and 
assistance  during  the  year.

The  Borough  Council  Supply  serves  the 
upper  and  middle  portion  of  the  Rhondda  Fawr,  with  the  exception  of  the 
greater  portion  of  Cvmparc , which  is  supplied  by  the  National  Coal 
Board.  The  Joint  Water  Board  supply  the  rest  of  the  district  with  the 
exception  of  small  groups  of  houses  at  Pontygwaith,  Ynyshir  and 
Penrhiwf er .

During  the  year,  97  defective  sewers,  formerly  known  as 
combined  drains,  serving  423  houses,  were  referred  to  Mr.  Gillard  for 
attention  and,  in  62  other  instances  involving  284  houses,  the  reference 
to  the  Surveyor  was  after  the  service  of  statutory  notices  on  the  owners,

No  official  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Clean  Air  Act 
during  the  year,  although  members  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  were 
involved  in  informal  discussions  regarding  the  abatement  of  minor  degrees 
of  atmospheric  pollution  in  one  or  two-parts  of  the  Borough. 

In  August,  1959?  the  Borough  Council  set  up  their  first 
apparatus  for  measuring  atmospheric  pollution  and  the  results  obtained 
are  shov;n  in  the  following  tables.  Unfortunately,  in  respect  of  the 
smoke  density  readings,  a good  deal  of  trouble  w'as  experienced  v/ith  some 
parts  of  the  apparatus,  which  resulted  in  there  being  many  days  in  v/hich 
no  information  regarding  atmospheric  pollution  was  obtained,

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SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  open-air  swimming  baths  situated  at  Treherbert , Ystrad, 
Perth  and  Ferndale  are  administered  by  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department 
of  the  Council,  each  bath  being  under  the  control  of  a suitably 
qualified  superintendent.  These  baths  are  invariably  fully  patronised 
during  the  s\immer  bathing  season  and  the  water  is  subjected  to  constant 
filtration  and  chlorination,  the  efficiency  of  the  chlorination  being 
regularly  checked  by  means  of  colourimetric  tests.  Samples  of  water 
from  these  baths  were  also  submitted,  during  the  summer,  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examinations  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Of 
the  32  samples  submitted,  three  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  due  to 
a brief  temporary  breakdown  in  the  filtration  and  chlorination  plant. 


ERADIATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

The  disinfestation  of  houses  harbouring  bed  bugs  or  other 
insects  v\ras  undertalcen  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  and  17  houses  were  treated  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  seven  being  Council  houses.  The  methods  adopted  included  the 
use  of  D.D.T.  Powder,  spraying  with  zaldecide  fluid  containing  D.D.T., 
together  with  the  stripping  of  walls,  removal  of  skirting  boards,  etc., 
and  the  fumigation  of  rooms  with  formaldehyde  vapour  v/hen  considered 
necessary. 


RATS  AND_^MICE  DESTRUCTION 

During  the  year,  three  whole-time  rodent  operators  were 
employed  in  carrying  out  investigations  into  the  prevalence  of  rodent 
infestation  and  the  necessary  treatment  of  such  infestations  in  premises 
in  the  district,  and  three  operators  were  employed  whole-time  on  the 
inspection  and  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  the  district,  the  whole  staff 
of  operators  being  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  out-door  rodent 
control  supervisor. 

Table  IXLII gives  information  on  the  lines  required  by  the 
Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  in  respect  of  the  prevalence  of  rats  and  mice,  and  the  measure 
of  control  carried  out  by  the  rodent  control  staff  of  the  local 
authority  during  the  nine  months  ended  31st  December,  1939*  Information 
regarding  the  first  three  months  of  1959  were  included  in  my  report  for 

1958.

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Consequent  upon  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  followed  by  interviev/s  with  the  owners  or  the  service  of 
informal  or  statutory  notices,  757  houses  were  repaired  or  defects 
discovered  therein  were  remedied,  whilst  76  houses  were  similarly 
attended  to  by  the  local  authority  in  default  of  the  owners,  making  a 
total  of  833  houses  dealt  with  during  the  year;  the  corresponding 
nmnber  of  houses  similarly  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  v/as  893*  As 
most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  have  been  erected  for  a period  of 
fifty  years  or  more,  their  maintenance  in  a satisfactory  state  of  fitness 
for  human  habitation  has  caused  considerable  concern  to  the  Authority, 
Greater  pressure  has  had  to  be  made  on  house-owners  to  carry  out  repairs, 
and  during  the  year  particulars  of  statutory  notices  served  in  respect 
of  239  houses  were  forwarded  to  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Council  with 
a view  of  instituting  legal  proceedings. 

During  the  year,  Demolition  Orders  were  issued  in  respect  of 
17  houses,  and  3 houses  were  demolished.  Closing  Orders  were  made  in 
respect  of  7 unfit  houses  and  unfit  parts  of  5 houses.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  numbers  of  persons  carrying  on  businesses  concerned  with 
the  production  and  distribution  of  milk  in  the  district  during  1959 
were  as  follov/;- 


Dairy  Farmers  12 

Purveyors  of  Milk  and  Milk-shop  keepers  66 
Non-resident  purveyors  of  Milk  3 

The  estimated  quantity  of  milk  produced  by  the  12  dairy  farmers 
daily  amounted  to- 8^  gallons , all  of  v/hich  v/as  sold  wholesale  to  pasteuris- 
ing establishments. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  liquid  milk  sold  daily  in  the  district 
during  the  year  amounted  to  6,^50  gallons,  equivalent  to  a daily  consump- 
tion of  0,k^  pint  per  head  of  the  estimated  population;  the  corresponding 
consumption  per  head  in  the  previous  year  was  the  same. 

There  v;ere  63  premises  in  the  area  directly  concerned  with  the 
distribution  of  milk,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  these  premises  during  the  year  amounted  to  210,  Nearly 
all  the  milk  distributed  in  the  district  v/as  supplied  in  bottles,  which 
had  been  filled  on  the  wholesalers*  premises  where  the  milk  had  been 
pasteurised  and,  consequently,  most  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the 
distributors  of  milk  were  only  used  for  the  temporary  storage  of  the 
bottled  milk  during  the  intervals  between  the  reception  of  the  iTiilk  by 
the  retailers  and  the  retail  distribution  thereof  to  the  consumers'  houses. 

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  sold  as  "pasteurised"  submitted 
to  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  was  108,  all  of  which  gave 
satisfactory  results  on  the  application  of  the  Phosphatase  Test,  indicating 
that  the  milk  had  been  adequately  heat  treated.  In  one  instance,  however, 
the  Methylene  Blue  Test  gave  an  unsatisfactory  result. 

The  milk  v/hich  had  been  treated  at  the  tv/o  licensed  pasteurising 
establishments  in  the  district  was  also  regularly  sampled  and  11?  samples 
of  treated  milk  of  ordinary  grade  and  samples  of  treated  milk  of  the 
"Tuberculin-Tested"  designation  were  taken  during  the  year;  all  the 
"Tuberculin-Tested"  milk  samples  and  "ordinary"  milk  samples  gave  satis- 
factory results,  on  the  application  of  the  Phosphatase  Test.  In  one 
instance,  however,  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  gave  an  unsatisfactory  result. 

During  the  year,  no  samples  of  untreated  milk  produced  on  farms 
in  the  district  xvere  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.

ICE^RMM 

During  the  year,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to 
devote,  considerable  attention  to  premises  v;herein  ice-cream  was 
manufactured,  stored  or  sold,  in  order  to  secure  compliance  by  all 
vendors  of  ice-cream  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act , 

1935?  and  the  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc.)  Regulations,  1939 ♦ 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  32  premises  had  been  registered  as 
suitable  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  355 
premises  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream;  in  the  latter  group  of 
premises  there  were  included  322  shops  where  ice-cream  in  the  pre-packed 
state,  as  delivered  by  wholesale  manufacturers,  was  stored  eind  sold  by 
retail. 

Prior  to  registration,  all  the  premises  v/ere  inspected  and 
inquiries  made  concerning  the  health  of  the  vendors,  particularly  in 
relation  to  the  history  of  enteric  or  intestinal  infections. 

Duxing  the  year,  23  samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district 
were  submitted  for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  provisional 
grading;  l8  or  72.0  per  cent,  were  reported  as  being  in  Grade  1 or 
"satisfactory",  ^ or  l6.0  per  cent,  \7ere  in  Grade  2 or  "fair",  and  3 or 
12.0  per  cent,  were  in  Grade  3 or  "unsatisfactory".  The  manufacturers 
of  the  "unsatisfactory"  samples  were  informed  of  these  results  and  were 
advised  to  give  the  matter  their  attention,  especially  in  regard  to 
personal  cleanliness  and  appropriate  cleansing  and  sterilisation  of 
the  utensils.  Amongst  2k  samples  taken  in  the  previous  year,  the 
corresponding  percentages  classified  in  Grades  1 to  ^ v/ere  87.3?  k,2, 

4,2  and  4,2, 
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14EAT  - 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  district  during 
1959  was  k,  but  nearly  all  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out  in  the  two 
slaughterhouses  situated  at  Llanfoist  Street,  Ton  Pentre , where  meat 
inspection  was  carried  out  by  one  public  health  inspector  v/ho  has  had 
special  experience  in  this  work  and  who  was  provided  with  assistance  at 
these  slaughterhouses,  when  necessary,  and  also  at  the  slaughterhouse  at 
Howard  Street,  Treorchy. 

The  quantities  of  meat  and  offa.l  surrendered  and  condemned  owing 
to  the  presence  of  diseased  conditions,  etc.,  were  9,277  lbs.  and  38,110 
lbs.,  respectively,  the  amounts  attributable  to  tuberculosis  being  2,689 
lbs.  and  2^1  lbs.,  respectively.

During  their  visits  to  and  inspections  of  food  premises,  the 
public  health  inspectors  have  concentrated  on  the  individual 
instruction  of  the  food  handlers  in  these  premises  on  matters 
relating  particularly  to  personal  hygiene.  Posters  dealing 
with  the  handling  of  food  have  also  been  distributed 
periodically  in  these  shops. 

In  regard  to  the  disposal  of  condemned  food,  the  tinned  foods 
have  been  dealt  with  by  incineration  in  the  refuse  destructor, 
whilst  cereal  or  starchy  products  such  as  sponge  mixtures, 
etc.,  infested  with  mites  have,  on  certain  occasions,  been 
disposed  of  to  local  pig-keepers.  Offal  and  condemned  meat 
have  been  removed  regularly  from  the  local  slaughterhouses  by 
a contractor  v;ho  owns  premises,  situated  outside  the  district, 
where  the  materials  are  processed  and  converted  into  fertilisers, 
etc .

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FOOD  POISONING 

It  v/ill  be  appreoiated  from  Table XLI II  that  1939  v/as  notable 
for  the  notification  of  a large  number  of  cases  of  Dysentery  and  Food 
Poisoning.  However,  of  the  89  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  originally 
notified,  60  were  later  transferred  to  the  Dysentery  group  follovd.ng 
consultation  with  the  notifying  General  Practitioner.  A further  13 
were  also  withdrawn  following  more  detailed  investigation.  As  a result, 
ih  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  eventually  returned  to  the  Registrar 
General  as  the  number  of  corrected  notifications.  Of  these,  6 cases 
occurred  in  three  families  - the  causative  organism  being  Salmonella 
Typhimurium.  Of  the  other  8 single  cases  notified,  Salmonella 
Typhimurium  was  again  implicated  in  6.  Unfortunately,  it  was  not 
possible  to  implicate  any  particular  food,  although  there  were  grounds 
for  thinking  that  the  infection  might  have  been  associated  v/ith  meat 
products . 


In  addition  to  the  foregoing  cases  of  Food  Poisoning,  a large 
out-break  of  this  illness  occurred  at  a school  in  an  adjoining  district 
following  a Christmas  Party.  Some  of  the  food  which  had  been  eaten  had 
been  prepared  at  a Bakery  in  the  Borough.  Investigations  Ccirried  out  at 
the  Bakery  concerned  included  the  taking  of  faecal  swabs  from  all  the 
Staff  and  bacteriological  specimens  from  the  equipment  and  drains.  As 
a result  of  these  investigations,  some  of  the  workers  at  the  Bal^ery  were 
found  to  be  excreting  Salmonella  Typhimurium,  although  there  was  no 
direct  link  betv/een  these  workers  and  the  actual  preparation  of  the  food 
concerned.  The  Salmonella  Typhimurium  isolated  from  the  Bakery  drains, 
from  some  of  the  Bakery  employees  and  a worker  at  another  establishment 
from  which  food  had  been  obtained,  were  all  of  Phage  Type  2c.

Of  the  753  cases  of  Dysentery  notified  during  the  year,  a 
positive  swab  of  Sonne  Dysentery  was  obtained  in  I9I  cases;  a negative 
swab  result  was  obtained  in  403  cases  and  no  swab  v/as  obtained  in  139 
cases.  However,  it  must  be  stressed  that  the  fact  that  the  faecal 
swab  produced  a negative  result  in  so  many  cases,  does  not  negate  a 
clinical  diagnosis  of  Dysentery  and  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the 
733  cases  notified  do  not  form  the  total  number  of  cases  v/hich  actually 
occurred  in  the  district  during  1939,  since  notification  procedure  is 
known  to  be  notoriously  incomplete. 


PARATYPHOID 


In  addition  to  the  foregoing  diseases,  two  cases  of  Paratyphoid' 
were  notified  to  the  Health  Department  during  1939  but,  in  actual  fact, 
k cases  occurred  in  the  area.  The  attributes  of  these  cases  are 
summarised  in  the  following  table. 


Bacteriological  investigation  showed  that  cases  1,  2 and  3 were 
linked  by  being  caused  by  the  same  unusual  Phage  Type  of  Paratyphi  B, 
that  is,  Phage  Type  2,  but  although  there  vjere  strong  indications  for 
thinking  that  the  source  of  infection  in  cases  1,  2 and  3 v;ere  due  to 
consumed  confectionery,  we  were  informed  that  this  Phage  Type  had  never 
been  isolated  from  egg  products,  although  naturally  this  did  not  mean 
that  such  products  had  not  been  so  contaminated.

MISCELLA^OUS 

MBORATORY__FACILITIES 

The  hacteriologl cal  and  chemical  examination  of  materials 
such  as  throat  or  nasal  swabs,  stools,  water,  ice-cream,  milk  etc., 
submitted  by  the  Health  Department  were  undertaken  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine,  Cardiff,  and 
any  advice  sought  in  relating  to  the  collection  of  samples  during 
the  course  of  investigation  was  always  readily  obtained  from  the 
staff  at  the  Laboratory. 


The  local  hospital  facilities  available  for  the  inhabitants 
of  the  district  are  administered  by  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda 
Hospital  Management  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  The  Committee  control  eleven  hospitals,  including  one 
convalescent  home,  with  a bed  complement  of  over  1,200  beds  with  a 
distribution  for  Rhondda  as  shown  in  Table  LVI.

BEALTH  SERVICES  UNDER  PART  III  OF  THE 
NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  ‘ 


The  Glamorgan  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority 
have  made  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  the  services  specified 
in  Part  III  of  the  above-mentioned  Act,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
the  ambulance  service,  the  day-to-day  administration  is  undertalcen 
locally  at  the  offices  of  the  Health  Department  under  the  direction 
of  the  Rhondda  Divisional  Health  Committee,  This  Committee  consists 
of  l6  local  members  of  the  County  Council,  11  members  of  the  Borough 
Council  and  3 added  members  nominated  by  the  Divisional  Committee  and 
appointed  by  the  County  Council;  the  eleven  Members  of  the  Borough 
Council  on  this  Committee  are  also  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing 
Committees  of  the  Borough  Council,  so  that  a strong  link  betv/een^the 
administration  of  the  environmental  and  personal  health  services 
provided  under  the  Public  Health,  Housing  and  National  Health  Service 
Acts  is  maintained  locally. 


NATIONAL __ASSISTANCE  ACT_^  19^8_-  SECTI0N_^7 

The  above  Section  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19^8,  as 
amend.ed  by  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951?  provides 
for  the  removal  to  suitable  institutions  of  persons  who  are  considered 
to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  action  was  talcen  under  this 
Section  in  1959 • 


DISINFECTpN 

The  arrajigements  made  with  the  Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  the  disinfection  of  infected  axticles  of  clothing 
etc.,  in  the  ’’Equifex”  steam  disinfector  at  the  Tyntyla  Isolation 
Hospital  continued  in  operation  during  1959* 

Rooms  were  fumigated,  when  necessary,  with  formaldehyde  vapour 
and  sprayed  with  zaldecide,  or  other  suitable  liquid  disinfectant,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  district  public  health  inspectors.
